the theory they had reached the bay 
fj-om Ihe rocky pri.son site, but hours 
afterward no trace of them had been 
found. 


The two were mis-sing at the noon 


checkup, and officials expressed be 
lief they ha dcscaped over a stockade 
and climbed down to the shores of the 
12-acre island, where the federal gov- 
ernment keeps its most dangerous con- 
victs. 


Various officials expressed doubt the 


pair conlil reach Ihe mainland with- 
out Ihe aid of boat or raft, but never- 
llicless a strong police patrol was post- 
ed along the San Francisco shore.

LITTLE ROCK—Cigarelles, chewing 


tobacco and other commodities, stolen 
recently from freight depots qt Bates- 
ville/ Independence county, and re- 
covered in commissaries of the state 
prison system led to the arrest of two 
former convicts and the demotion- of 
two life-term trusties at the Cum- 
mins stale farm, Supl. Al H. Reed an- 
nounced Thursday. 


Reed said Ihe brazen plol between 


the trusties and former prisoners was 
discovered almost at its beginning. 


The ex-convicts held in the Pulaski 


county jail here are Samuel Harold 
Litton, 34, who has served six term.? 
in the Arkansas 
penitentiary, and 


Lewis Miles Davis, 31. Trusties in- 
volved in the transactions were: Walt- 
er Nelson, 40, and Marvin Kidwell, 34. 
The latter two are convicted murder- 
ers. Nelson was sentenced to Garland 
county and Kidwell in Izard county. 
Both were received in 1931. 


Reed admitled he was astounded 


when he found that stock in the com- 
missary at Camp No. 7 operated by 
Nelson was part of the lool stolen in 
the Bale-svillc burglary. 


The gang had jusl slarlcd opera- 


lions, Reed said, and apparently haj 
planned to enlarge operations. 


The first intimation that officials al 


Ihe 
farm had that something was 


wrong came when a watchful warden, 
Shelly Walls, in charge of Camp No. 8 
noticed Litton, released from the farm 
only last month, was loitering fre- 
quently around a depot in Varner, two 
miles from the prison farm. The di- 
pol i.s used by the farm a.s a warc- 
iiou.se for freight and express pack- 
ages. A truck from the farm makes a 
daily trip lo it.

Old Days in Hope, in 


Rotary Address 


Looking down the long slrelch of 


years, times are better here in Hope, 
C. C. Spragins, cashier of Citizens 
National bank, told Hope Rotary club 
Friday noon at Hotel Barlow. 


When he came to this city, Mr 


Spragins recalled, life had certain 
definite drawbacks: 


1. A city of unpaved streets lived 


in a cloud of dust by summer and a 
sea of mud by winter, dnce'the cili- 
y.ens tried to remedy the matter of 
mud by throwing loads of brick in the 
street—but in a few years the brick 
had sunk deep into the soft soil. 


2. Mr. Spagins' first connection here 


was with a store. "From February (•• 
September ho .saw pruclically no cash 
There wasn't enough cash income dur- 
ing tho cotton-planting season to bolh- 
er going lo a bank with—we just bare 
ly had enough to meet incidental ex- 
penses, until Ihe crop was harvesleci 
. . . But nowadays it isn't unusual for 
Ihe county to gel half a million dollaj s 
from melons und other truck crops 
between cotton-planting and cotlon 
harvesting." 


3. Today the city has paved streets 


and state and county all-weather roads 
make travel possible where yesterday 
it was impossible.

Mistrial Again 


for EdJDonald 


Pulaski Prosecutor W i l l 


Make New Effort to 


Convict Him 


LITTLE ROCK.—The second trial of 


former Secretary of State Ed F. Mc- 
Donald for false pretense in connec- 
tion with the purchase of janitor sup- 
plies for the capitol, ended in a mis- 
trial late Thursday afternoon, when 
a jury in first division circuit court re- 
ported to Judge McGehee that it was 
hopelessly deadlocked. The jury re- 
ceived the case at 4 p. m. Wednesday 
and had deliberated 12 hours. 


Foreman Asa Woolfolk told the court 


the jurors were divided "fifty-fifty." 
He said he did not believe that fur- 
ther deliberation would result in a ver- 
dict. Each joror affirmed the fore- 
man's opinion when the judge polled 
the jury. 


"In that case gentlemen," the judge 


said, "I don't want to punish you any 
further by keeping you here longer. I 
see no reason for further deliberation, 
if you are convinced that you cannot 
agree. I declare a mistrial. 


Prosecuting Attorney Fred A. Don- 


ham said Thursday night he would try 
McDonald again "as son as the court 
will let me set the case for trial." He 
did not designate on which indictment 
he would seek a new trial but said the 
slate's evidence could be used on any 
one of the 10 indicetments against Mc- 
Donald. 


The Pulaski grand jury indicted Mc- 


Donald December 8, 
19H6 on four 


charges of accepting bribes and in 
January, 1937, on six charges of false 
pretense, all in connection with pur- 
chases of janitor supplies. 


Sam Robinson, chief defense lawyer, 


said after the mistrial had been en- 
tered, that "every resource of the state 
has been used in this trial and Mr. 
McDonald has not been proved guilty." 


McDonald issued no statement.

"China Won't Surrender" 


SHANGHAI, China. — (/P) — Japan's 


army and navy commanders Thurs- 
day prepared for a triumphal entry in- 
to China's fallen capital, Nanking, 
while Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek, some- 
where in the interior, broadcast this 
message to the Chinese Cation: "We . 
must not surrender." 


"Appraising the probable outcome of 


hostilities," he continued, "we are con- 
vinced that the present situation is 
afyorable to China. The basis of Chi- 
na's fture success in prolonged resist- 
ance is not found in Nanking nor big 
cities, but in villages all over China 
and in the fixed determination of the 
people. 


"Since the beginning of hostilities 


Chinese army casualties on all fronts 
have exceeded 300,000. The loss of 
civilian life and property is beyond 
computation. Such huge sacrifices in 
resisting foreign aggression are unpre- 
cedented in Ihe history of China. 


"My position and responsibility do 


not admit of exasion of duty. As long 
as I live I shall pursue to the utmost 
of my ability China's determination to 
resist the aggressors and secure the 
ultimate victory for China. 


"To capuiulale is to court sure na- 


tional disaster. No matter how the in- 
tcrnational silualion lurns we must 
do our utmost and not depend on 
others. 


"The time must come when Japan's 


military strength will be exhausted, 
thus giving China the ultimate vic- 
tory."

; 1 sat him down, tapped a telegraph key, and performed a 


miracle. 
The sputtering, crackling sparks which his key-tapping 


caused to jump into the air were weak little things—appar- 
ently. They flashed and died, and a person half a mile away 


•-• coufd neither have seen nor heard them. 


But somehow they reached up into empty space and tap- 


- ped an invisible source of energy; and far across the Atlantic 
.ocean they caused a telegraph receiving set to click out a 
message. 


Gugiielmo Marconi had bridged space and had sent a 


message 3000 miles through the inert atmosphere. 


His miracle of wireless telegraphy is a familiar one, by 


now; so familiar that most of the time we fail to recognize it 
as a miracle at all. and take it just as much for granted as we 
do such every-day miracles as sunrise, a baby's laugh or the 
love of a boy for a girl. 


But it remains a miracle, nevertheless; and we might 


have a better understanding of the world we live in if we 
could remember that the whole structure of modern society is 
built on just such miracles, so that the mere existence of our 
complicated civilization is one of the most breath-taking 
miracles of all time. 
* * * 


THE real truth about man is not at all the sort of truth that 
1 the "realists" nroclaim—that he is just another animal, 
with greed and self-interest his eternal motive-springs. It is a 
much more noble and surprising truth: that he is a miracle

tor Marie Hugo sprouted early. 


he began writing at 14. At that 
age he had already exhausted the 
tragedies of Voltaire and contem- 
porary French dramatists and had 
decided "I wish to be a writer or 
nothing." 


At 15 Hugo won his first rec- 


ognition, for poetry, and encour- 
aged he promptly started his first 
novel, "Bug-Jargal," portrayal ol 
a blood-curdling episode in the 
Negro revtolt of San Domingo. 
The novel wasn't especially no- 
table, but it did start this fiery 
young Frenchman on a long and 
brilliant career. 


That career, in the succeeding 


65 years, proved one of the most 
tempestuous, 
brilliant, dramatic 


that France had ever known. Suc- 
cess crowned success as he turned 
out an amazing volume of work, 
and he was feted on every hand. 
And for Hugo, it proved too much. 
He slipped into a period of indul- 
gence 
that 
provoked 
frequent 


scandals, his work deteriorated 
simultaneously. 
H i s 
daughter 


was drowned in the Seine to bring 
added tragedy. 


Bitter, Hugo temporarily turned 


1.0 politics and failed again.

was exiled nearly 20 years for his 
part in the revolution.

however, he returned to Paris in 
triumph with the establishment of 
the Republic. He died in 1885, a 
igure of the ages.

Charles Solomon Myer in a deal with 
Washington recalls the fall of the 
American League's two best hitters of 
1935. They were this same Buddy 
Myer and Joe Vosmik of the Indians. 


On the face of things, one might sus- 


pect that the battle for the junior cir- 
cuit's batting crown of two years ago, 
waged until the final day ol the cam- 
paign, left Myer and Vosmik exhaust- 
ed. That is absurd, of course, but the 
fact remains that it took both players 
some time to recover from the shock, i 
Myer hasn't been himself since, as a 
matter of fact. 


Myer was something in the way of a 


surprise winner in 1935 because he 
wasn't afraid to go to bat on the con- 
cluding afternoon, when he manufac- 
tured four hits. 


Vosmik stood pat. He refused to 


take a chance, and remained in the 
dugout, where in addition to finishing 
a point behind Myer, he obviously con- 
tracted bad habits. 


, .The Cleveland Bohemian slumped in 


1936, and was sentenced to the St. 
Louis Browns. That was such a ies- 
son to hL-n. however, that he snapped 
out of it in a hurry, and with such 
good results that he recently was re- 
prieved. He should help the Boston 
Bed Sox in 1938. 


Oscar Vitt, the new Cleveland man- 


ager, was keenly interested when he 
heard that Myer was on the market, 
but cooled off when he discussed the 
brown-eyed Mississipian with other 
American Leaguers. 


Although Myer ankled to the plate 


430 times in 125 games last season. Vitt 
was told that the man who starred with 
the Nationals for so long was pretty 
well washed up. His legs were fairly 
well shot, they said. He couldn't get 
out of his tracks. 


This upset your correspondent, who 


dislikes to see first class chaps like 
Myer pass out, so I telegraphed him at 
his EllisviUe, Miss., home, and was 
greatly pleased at his reply. There 
may be news in it for some of the 
boys. 
Myer expects to play a full schedule 


in 1938. He's feeling greit. and is 
confident that he will make a com- 
plete comeback. During only one sea- 
son could it be said that he was away 
for any great distance, you know— 
193&—when he was out the greater part 
of the time and his batting mark 
dropped to .269. 


Myer's weight is back to normal. 


He's hunting quail or engaging in some 
other outdoor exercise daily to keep 
his pins in shape. It s early to bed | 
and early to rise with him. and he in- | 
sists that if he keeps improving as he j 
has since the 1937 season ended, he i 
can't see any reason why he can't roar 
along as he did while playing such an > 
important role in keeping the Nationals 
up front.
